keeps selectmen busy 


‘The Monday night meeting of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmien had a 
very light agenda. The members of 
the board, though, found quite a bit to 
talk about. 

The Board voted to send letters of 
commendation to the Highway 
Department for a job well-done on the 
weekend snowstorm. Dan Gillis made 
special mention of the department's 
clerk “‘Chick."’

Gillis said that the Billerica Conser- 
vation Commission had approved the 
project, but with conditions. “Can 
you refuse? No. But can you restrict?” 

He said that the 
conditions would block the project, 
most likely, if the state DEQE 
(Department of Environmehtal Quali- 
ty Engineering) were to uphold the 
decision.

Schools to teach CPR 


CPR is coming to the schools. 

Who is CPR? It’s not.a who, it’s a 
technique - cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation, and it saves lives. 

CPR is a method of providing life- 
‘support for someone whose heart and 
breathing has stopped. The prac- 
titioner manipulates the heart and 
gives mouth-to-mouth breathing until 
medical help is available. 

‘The trick with CPR is to learn how 
to do it right - done wrong, it can be 
harmful, That's where the 
Wilmington Public Schools are com- 
ing in. 

,The Science Department of the 
public schools will begin teaching 
CPR this spring, in high school health 
and bic classes. 

Director of Science Richard 
DeRosa and two members of the high 


school staff, health teacher Brenda 
O’Brien and biology, anatomy and 
physiology teacher Richard Fardy, 
have all become certified instructors 
in CPR. Twelve members of the 
school administration are now card- 
carrying practitioners, taught by 
DeRosa, and two nurses. 

The instruction will begin in March 
with about 140 students in ninth and 
tenth grade health classes. A five- 
hour course will be taught, and 
qualifying students will receive a cer- 
tificate in one-man and two-man CPR 
and the Heimlich maneuver, for sav- 
ing a choking victim. 

A month later, juniors and seniors 
will receive instruction in advanced 
biology classes. DeRosa said he 
hopes to have 250 students trained by 


the end of the school year. 

DeRosa and O'Brien will also be 
teaching a CPR course to the Woburn 
Street School PAC during March. 
Enrollment is limited, but DeRosa 
said that the program will be expan- 
ding into the community later. 

DeRosa. said that the schools 
presently have two Resusci-Anns, and 
one Resusci-baby. He hopes to be able 
to buy more. 

DeRosa emphasized that CPR 
stiould never be demonstrated or 
attempted on a person whose heart 
has not stopped. The pressure applied 
in the technique is such that serious 
injuries could be inflicted. He said 
that CPR should never be attempted 
by a person who, has not received for-

Student as teacher, teacher as ‘learner

Drinking is a learned behavior. As the studies of 
cultural drinking patterns have shown, drinking is 


exposed to responsible 
drinking; or if they have been, have not identified it 
with drinking at all, which they regard from most of 
their observations as getting drunk - a view long 
recognized as a seed bed for alcoholism. 

Like most adults, young people have never thought 
beforehand of the choices they have in situations that 
are likely to arise. They are uninformed about most 
basic facts about alcohol, and they hold attitudes they 


have never examined or exen- zed. A 
systematic way for making thé home thp site of effec- 
tive alcohol education for young is not 


within our grasp; and in too many homes what kids are 
learning is irresponsible or sometimes alcoholic drink- 
ing. 


‘The two salient points are, first, that people learn 
about alcohol and drinking, one way or another, 
whether the information is useful or dangerous, cor- 
rect or incorrect; and second, that the lack of an 
aggressive attempt to foster positive learning leaves 
the field free to the many sources of negative learning. 

Alcohol education is now and has for many decades 
been mandated in many states. More and more, 
school systems are discovering that they ignore at

emotions, confusions, and consequences of ex- 
periences with these life issues. ‘There is simply no 
setting other than the school for dealing with the sub- 
ject of alcohol in a systematic way. 

We maintain that there are some isgues, and drink- 
ing is one of them, that young, people take seriously 
and want to talk about badly; and that the proper ap- 
proach can establish @ climate, even within the con- 
straint of the classroom, where students talk, listen 
and learn from each other 

It is becoming increasingly clear that ineffective 
alcohol education is worse than none at all. By ineffec- 
tive, we mean alcohol education which leads the stu- 
dent to come away with a view of alcohol which is even 
more exaggerated than he had before the course; a 
view which sees alcohol as a mysterious and powerful 
substance which adults use all the time, but tell young 
people to abhor. 

‘Approaches that preach abstinence or stress the con- 
sequences of alcohol abuse not only neglect the impor- 
tance of modeling in learning, but also overlook the 
absence for many kinds of any role models for positive 
drinking. So if it is incumbent upon school systems to. 
promote alcohol education, it is even more important 
that the people doing the educating know what they are ! 
about.

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Caleb Harriman and the Wilmington Water Department

Recently this paper wrote of the 
work of Caleb Harriman in the early 
history of the Wilmington Fire 
Department. The time has come to 
tell of some of his work relative to the 
establishment of the Wilmington 
Water Department. 

It is particularly worthy of com- 
ment at this time because what used 
to be the State Department of Public 
Health is now the Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
DEQE seems to want to disapprove of 
the Brown’s Crossing wellfield in 
North Wilmington 

That wellfield was established 49 
years ago. Caleb had a part to play in 
that fact 

He played a large part in the history 
of Wilmington in the first four 
decades of the twentieth century. He 
was the biggest employer. He was 
one of the founders of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and one of the founders of the 
Water Department. He was on the 
school committee. Several times he 
found that projects he was backing 
had to wait because of school needs, 
but it did not have to, when that pro- 
ject happened to be the establishment 
of a Wilmington Water Department. 

In the 1920s Caleb was on the Com- 
mon Committee, in the Finance Com- 
mittee and was chairman of the 
Wilmington Republican Committee, 
among other things. And, along 
toward 1923 he got busy about having 
town water, for the people, of the 
town. 

He was not alone. As Wilmington’s 
most prominent manufacturer he cer- 
tainly was aware of the need for 
water. Others were too - the public 
health nurse, the school nurse, and the 
town physician, Alice Doucette, 
Esther Nichols and Dr. Daniel 
Buzzell, to name three. 

Most homes fad a good supply of 
water right in the ground, as long as 
homes did not get too close together. 
The schools were served with glass 
bottle drinking fountains. There were 
a number of strategically located fire 
wells, in places where there were no 
streams or ponds. 

But, with the exception of some of 
the better homes, nearly every home 
had a privy, somewhere in back of the 
house. The schools, too, had a privy in 

* back. It was those privies to which 
Dr. Buzzell, Alice and Esther ob- 
jected. 

People began to talk of town water. 
Caleb Harriman was in the forefront. 
In 1923 the selectmen named a com- 
mittee, and $4000 was allocated, for a 
study. The selectmen were Frank 
Dayton, Arthur W Giroux and Charles 
F. Perry 

In the committee were, beside 
Caleb, Herb Barrows, Ed Nelson 
Eames, Louis T. McMahon, Carl Pet- 
tingill, Hary W. DeLoria and George 
T. Voter. Many of these names are 
still well-known in Wilmington 

They met with a man named 
Hervey Hanscom, of Medford. Mr. 
Hanscom was no relative of the 
Wilmington family with a similar 
name. He was @ member of an 
engineering firm, and he supplied 
items needed in the preparation of 
well fields. 

He also had a good knowledge of 
where water could be found. It is 
possible that he knew of Professor 
Crosby of MIT. That man.had written 
of the underground trail of the 
Merrimack River, where it was two 
million years ago - going ‘south 
through “Tewksbury, Wilmington, 
Woburn and Winchester to the sea. 

Professor Crosby also wrote, it is 
believed, of another river, a tributory 
of the Merrimack, which arose in An- 
dover and joined the Merrimack 
somewhere in the Wilmington area. 
All that, of course, was a long time 
ago, before the four ice ages changed 
the topography of New England. 

There were others who knew of 
Professor Crosby. It is quite probable 
that Ed Nelson Eames did, and Caleb. 

Harold Melzar, who served as a 
selectman for many ‘years, knew 
of Professor Crosby. So did Peter 
Neilson, who served on the school 
committee, and a landscape architect 
named A. Chandler Manning 

Professor Crosby did not exactly 
locate where the Merrimack ran, 
through Wilmington. Somewhere 
near Silver Lake was the guess. It 
was known to have flowed through the 
area in North Woburn where the old 
Middlesex -Canal-can be seen today, 
near Route 128, and it did flow in 
Winchester and Arlington, where the 
Mystic Lakes are today. 

It is evident, although it cannot be 
proven, that the comrhittee, under the 
guidance of Mr. Hanscom, searched 


for the Merrimack. They did not find 
it. They dug wells. in back of land 
that they described as Father 
Boland’s and spent $635 -doing it. 
There was no big source of water 
there. Today that site is about where 
the Knights of Columbus have their 
clubhouse. 

Then the search turned to North 
Wilmington, to a wet land owned by 
Maria Hathaway. It was a part of the 
old Dr. Brown farm, also known today 
as the Harnden Tavern. There was a 
wetland. Possibly it was a good site. 
‘The site turned out to be wonderful. 
It cannot be proven, but there are 
those who believe the Brown's Cross- 
ing well field was right over that old 
tributary of the Merrimack, of which 
Professor Crosby is supposed to have 
written. 

The committeemen were delighted 
to find that they could pump one 
million gallons of water every day. 
and that it was of the purest quality 
The cost of drilling those wells was 


$1500. That was in October, 1925. 
An act was written and submitted to 


1926 was passed, and signed by Gover- 
nor Alvan T. Fuller. 

There were two important com- 
mittee reports, to the town meeting in 
March 1927. 

One was by a committee headed by 
It recommended 


‘The other was by the Water Supply 
Committee of which Mr. Harriman 
was chairman. It is a little ironical to 
note that both men served on the 
Finance Committee. Also, it can be 
noted, this time the new schdol did not 
stop the passage of the Water act. 


Chapter 276 was accepted by the 
town meeting. Wilmington now had a 
Water Department. It was em- 
powered, too, to sell water to 
Reading, North Reading, Tewksbury 
and Woburn. The time had arrived to 
vote for Water Commissioners. 

‘The Moderator of that meeting was 
Ed Nelson Eames. Mr. Eafges lived 
in the house in which the family of the 
Methodist minister lives today. He 
was in the wholesale lumber business. 

Eames stepped down from the 
chair, and Herb Barrows took the 
chair. The election then proceded. 

Caleb Harriman was first elected, 
and became Chairman of the Water 
Commissioners, a post he was to hold 
for many years. 

Louis McMahon was the second 
elected, and the third was Ed Nelson 
Eames. It is worthy of note that 
Alden N. Eames received “16 votes, 
and A. Chandler Manning received 14. 
Mr. Eames, the lumber merchant was 
getting along, and he soon resigned, to 


have his place taken by Alden Eames. 
Alden served for many, many years. 

The town meeting then took 75 acres 
of land, for anew well field. Most of. 
the land belonged to Mrs. Hathaway. 
A small portion belonged to Emma 
Perry, the wife of Charles F. Perry, 
the selectman. 

The Wilmington Water Department 
was about to go into business. Caleb, 
not resting, turned to another item. 

That was the Mechanics Savings 
Bank. Wilmington had no bank. 
Caleb felt it should have one, and he 
started conversation on the subject. 

He went to Reading for the bank. An 

agreement was made to establish a 
bank in Wilmington. Today it is 
known as the Reading Savings Bank. 

Joseph McMahon, well known to 
many in Wilmington today, and a 
brother of Louis worked with Caleb, 
and on Dec. 13, 1927, just about 50 
years ago, the foundation of the 
Mechanics Savings Bank was poured.

It 
also served as an office for the 
Reading Electric Light. 

Sixteen days later there was a 
special town meeting. Three hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars was ap- 
propriated for the construction of the 
water system. The town borrowed the 
money - the first time it ever went 
into debt for more than $30,000 at one 
time. 

Hervey Hanscom, who had until this 
point volunteered his services, was 
hired to be the engineer. He had, in 
the meantime, done a lot of 
preliminary work, for which there 
was never a charge. Now he was 
engaged on a six per cent of cost 
basis, to design the water system. 

The Commissioners set out to in- 
stall the pipe lines, to build a pumping 
station, and to put a standpipe up on 
Kelley's Hill, as soon as possible. In 
addition to the work of Mr. Hanscom 
they called for advice from the Board 
of Underwriters, and from the 
Department of Public Health. 

A side track was built, at Brown's 
Crossing. on the old railroad from 
Salem to Lowell. No train had run 
there for several years, but the track 
was still down, and to that side track 
hundreds of tons of pipe were 
delivered. Bids for the pipe were 
opened on the 13th of January. Within 
a few weeks the pipe began to arrive. 

‘The commissioners found that there 
was a charge of $1.50 a ton for handl- 

ing pipe. That was too expensive. 
Herb Barrows was put in charge, and 
he hired local people, who were out of 
work, and moved the pipe to the point 
where it was to be used. They unload- 
ed 2,665 tons of pipe and distributed it, 
with no injuries to any workman. 

The cost, it turned out, was $1.50 a 
ton. The workmen were all local, and 
there was no damage. The only unan- 
ticipated cost was one of $6 which was 
unusual, and the Commissioners com- 
plimented Herb on a job well done. 

‘The commissioners felt they should 
also control the waterway known as 
Martin's: Brook, and they voted, in- 
stead of 75 acres, to take 113 acres, 

The standpipe, on Kelley's Hill was 
then contracted for. Here again the 
Commissioners could take by eminent 
domain, The land cost, they noted, 
$2,942. Bids for the foundation of the 
standpipe were opened on February 
24th. ‘The work was progressing as 
rapidly as possible. 

The standpipe was to be 125 feet 
high, and 30 feet in diameter, and was 
to hold 660,000 gallons of water. The 
steel was unloaded at the B&M yard, 
opposite Clark Street. Herb Barrows 
was called in again. Herb rigged a 
sheer-legs, and unloaded all the steel. 
Then he hauled the steel up to the top 
of Kelley's Hill, using two horse 


teams. 


Mr. Barrows, it can be remarked, 
always had some fine teams of horses, 
and always had some fine drivers, to 
take care of jobs such as this. 

Cement lined pipe was to be used. 
The commissioners pondered, and 
decided to use local help, in driving

* The laying of the pipe, around town, 


was contracted out. Work started in 
early March. Two contractors were 
involved, one in the north and east 
section, and the other in the south and 
west ‘section. 

In Magne construction of the pum- 
ping station at Brown's Crossing 
started. The cost of the building, as 
built, was $18,493. This included two 
pumps and two engines, and thetoilet, 
to which DEQE now objects. 

On August 27th the pumps were 
started, and on September 1, 1928 the 
standpipe at Kelley's Hill was full. 
Over 21 miles of water mains had 
been laid and 117 hydrants had been 
installed. Eight railroad crossings 
had been made. There had been no 
serious accidents of any kind. 

‘The Wilmington Water Department 
was in business, and Caleb was proud

An Aquaduct is rebuilt 


About 10 years ago vandals in the 
nighttime destroyed one of the pillars 
of the old Middlesex Canal Aquaduct, 
where it crosses the Shawsheen 
River. The river, at this point is the 
boundary between Wilmington and 
Billerica. ‘The stone aquaduct which 
once carried the waters of the 
Middlesex Canal was erected prior to 
1835.’ The granite in the work came 
from the Chelmsford quarries, and 
was carried to the site in the old canal 
barges 

Over the years persons, probably as 
feats of strength had been toppling 
stones from the top of the center pier 
There was quite a mess of them, in 
the river. Fishermen stood on them in 
springtime, hopefully trying to catch 
a trout. 

The central pier has now been com- 
pletely restored and several yards of 


concrete have been poured into the 
pier, to solidify the construction 
Hopefully there can be no more van- 
dalism - at least the vandalism of op- 
portunity. 

The Billerica Planning Board 
applied for Federal assistance in 1975 
in the rebuilding of the pier. The 
Billerica Town Meeting approved the 
idea of an application and federal ap- 
proval was received in November 
1975. 

The Billerica Historical Commis- 
sion was designated as the ad- 
ministrative unit, and in the next year
